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COP 28 Resolution 35/57: A strengthened interconnection between nature and climate 
change can not only foster emissions reductions but can also strengthen climate 


resilience and the livelihoods of people. 

The High-Level Champions and the Marrakech Partnership have been placing nature as 
one of the key focus, and, during the nature day, the COP 28 High-Level Champion 
announced the launch of the COP 28 Joint Statement for Climate, Nature and People. 
With 18 national governments, — including two signatory presidencies, namely, China 
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and the United Arab Emirates — and with voluntary partnerships, initiatives and 
coalitions, the Joint Statement commits to collaborate on integrated action for climate 
and nature. They will meet regularly to review their collective progress. This will be 
nourished by the Action of more than 150 non-Party stakeholders that joined the Nature 
Positive for Climate Action Call. 


Resolution point 35 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 
emphasizes the importance of strengthening the interconnection between nature and 
climate change to foster emissions reductions, strengthen climate resilience, and 
improve the livelihoods of people. The High-Level Champions and the Marrakech 
Partnership have prioritized nature as a key focus, culminating in the launch of the COP 
28 Joint Statement for Climate, Nature, and People during the nature day. This 
statement, endorsed by 18 national governments (including China and the United Arab 
Emirates), along with voluntary partnerships, initiatives, and coalitions, commits to 
collaborate on integrated action for climate and nature. Regular meetings will be held 
to review collective progress, supported by over 150 non-party stakeholders who joined 
the Nature Positive for Climate Action Call. 


Positive Side: 


Holistic Approach: The resolution highlights a holistic approach that recognizes the 
interconnection between nature and climate change. By integrating action for climate 
and nature, stakeholders can address multiple challenges simultaneously, fostering 
emissions reductions, strengthening climate resilience, and improving livelihoods. 


High-Level Commitment: The launch of the COP 28 Joint Statement for Climate, Nature, 
and People signifies high-level commitment from 18 national governments, including 
influential countries like China and the United Arab Emirates. This commitment 
demonstrates political will and leadership in addressing the interconnected challenges 
of climate change and biodiversity loss. 


Collaborative Efforts: The resolution emphasizes collaborative efforts among national 
governments, voluntary partnerships, initiatives, coalitions, and non-party stakeholders 
to address climate and nature challenges. Regular meetings to review collective 
progress provide opportunities for accountability and knowledge sharing, fostering a 
collaborative approach to addressing complex issues. 


Negative Side: 
Implementation Challenges: While the resolution outlines commitments to collaborate 


on integrated action for climate and nature, translating these commitments into tangible 
outcomes may face implementation challenges. Issues such as resource constraints, 
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conflicting priorities, and coordination issues among stakeholders may hinder effective 


execution, potentially limiting impact. 


Complexity of Interconnections: Addressing the interconnection between nature and 


climate change involves navigating complex challenges that require multifaceted 


solutions. Ensuring effective coordination and collaboration among stakeholders, as 


well as integrating nature considerations into climate action agendas, may pose 


implementation hurdles, potentially delaying progress. 


Monitoring and Accountability: While regular meetings are planned to review collective 


progress, there may be challenges in monitoring and ensuring accountability for the 


implementation of commitments. Establishing robust monitoring mechanisms and 


accountability frameworks will be essential for tracking progress, identifying gaps, and 


holding stakeholders accountable for their commitments. 


In conclusion, while Resolution point 35 at the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 
highlights positive efforts to strengthen the interconnection between nature and climate 


change, it also underscores challenges related to implementation, complexity of 


interconnections, and monitoring and accountability. Addressing these challenges will 


be crucial for effectively advancing integrated action for climate and nature. 
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
